To ſay, our Engliſh Lawyers will be for 
bringing up their Suits at Law to London, 
to bring them Buſineſs, is an Abſurdicy in 
che Nature of it, and not worth Notice. 
Tis pla in, the Law in England is not brought 
to the Lawyers, but the Lawyers are fain 
to turn Itenerant, and ride a Cauſe-jobbing 
over the whole Nation; the judges go 
Circuits, and Juftice is carried Home to 
every Man's Door; no Man is found to ſue 
ar be ſucd, plead or be impleaded, but in 
tue County where he lives; no Man ſhall 
be tried for Murther, but in the County 
where tc Fact was committed. And a fa- 
mous Robber not 6 Months tince, obtain- 
39g, to be tried at the Old-Beily, was found 
Guilty of the Roi>very, but as committed in 
the County of Eſſex, and eſcap d ihe Galiows 
by it, becauſe a Jury in Middleſex could not 
condemn him for a Crime committed out of 
the County; and they could dot carry him 
down to Eſex, becauſe the Lav ſays, No 
Man ſuall be tried — 2 the ſin? Fat, 

Shall then the Engliſb in mect Sp*o=n to 
the Scots alter the whole & heme ot Juftice? 
And when the Judges go down quite to 
New-Cafile tu do Juftice, tercb the Scors up 
to London on Purpoſe to he vexativus ? 
What Sort of Suggeſtions are theſe ? At 
leaſt, were they eatirely ſubpcted, we 
'hould ſend cur Judges to their ſeveral 
Towns, as in Ergland, or make judges on

oſe for them, as in es. But 
land is fully pleas'd to reſerve to them 
their Courts and Methods of Juſtice, and it 
" never be her National Intereſt to alter 
it. 

Where then are theſe interfering Inte- 
refts ? They muſt lye in Trade (ure, or 1 
know not where we ſhall find them: And! 
vould be glad to know of the v iſeſt Ob- 
jector, in what Part of Trade Englend and 
Scotland can have, as Nations, any inter- 
f-rivg Interefts ? I know, in England tis 
objetted, the Scots will run into our Wool- 
len Manufactures, and ſo I believe, they will 
to buy them: But I appeal to common 
Knowledge, whether there is in Scorland 
the leaft Propenſity that Way, I mean as to 
general Trade ? 

And the Reaſon is plain, they have no Oc- 
caſion for it, if they can fall in to make their 
own Cloarhs well and good, and they will 
never trouble themſelres ſu much 2s to do 
that, for they have better things before 
them- 

Their Linsen Manufacture on Shoar, 
their Fiſhing at Sea, and their plantation 
Trade beyond Sea, are Oceans of Wealth 
they will ſwim in, and cannot launch out 
too far j and. in none of thele will they in-

We immediately loſe 17000 J. per Annum

Kinds now in Uſe, the Durch may bave 
other Reaſons to he ag1inſt the Uaiun, than 
the Damage of their Fiſhery ; Scotland may 
with Eaſe vent a Million per mum in Eng- 
lan i in their Linnen-Mannfafture. 
But the Briziſk-Barliament may renew the 
Duty, ſay the ſame Gentlemen Obj-aors. 
That 
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That cannot-be without Breach of the 
Union, for all Cuftoms are to be taken off 
between the two Nations, nod there is to 
be a free Communication of Trade: If 
thereforea Tax de laid on Linnen, it muſt 
de upon all Linnen made in Fugland; for 
it was never known, that any vfature 
wastax'd in one Place of the ſame Nation, 
and let free in another. 

I cannot im?gine therefore one Article, 
in which the General Intereft of the two 
Kingdoms can claſh with one another, and I
